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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 26 November 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The amendment stated that, applicants elect "without traverse" species A (Figure 1) a 
"non-electric, in hole detonator", page 20 line 7, but fails to identify the claims that are readable 
on the elected species. A phone interview was conducted on 3 February 2003 with Mr. Richard 
Steinberg, who identified claims 1-25 and 29-34, as the claims that are readable on the elected 
species. The claims that were identified in the phone interview are readable on non-elected 
species. The non-elected species are as follows: 

Species B (Figure 2) an "electric delay detonator", page 21 line 3. 

Species C (Figure 3) a "non-electric, instantaneous detonator", page 21 line 14. 

Species D (Figure 4) a "non-electric delay surface detonator", page 21 line 19. 

Species E (Figure 5) an "electric surface detonator", page 21 line 24. 

Species F (Figure 6) a "non-electric surface detonator", page 21 line 28.
